At  a  meeting  of  the  Saraiva  cabinet  on 
the  evening  of  the  14th  it  was  resolved  to 
resign,  as  the  small  majority  obtained  on 
the  emancipation  project,  which  was  due  to 
conservative  support,  did  not  warrant  a 
belief  that  it  could  command  a  majority 
of  votes  in  the  Chamber  when  this  conser- 
vative support  should  he  withdrawn,  An- 
other reason  was  unquestionably  that  arising 
from  the  amendment  made  to  the  project 
at  the  last  moment,  which  took  all  discre- 
tionary power  out  of  the  premier's  hands 
in  regard  to  the  5%  surtax,  but  this  was  not 
announced.  The  resignation  was  promptly 
accepted  by  the  Emperor,  who,  instead 
of  asking  the  retiring  premier  to  name 
his  successor,  called  in  the  presidents  of 
the  two  Chambers  lor  consultation.  After 
some  delay  the  Visconde  de  Paranagua 
was  invited  on  the  x St ii  to  organize  a 
cabinet,  which  he  failed  to  accomplish.  On 
the  19th,  , after  again  consulting  the  presi- 
dents of  the  two  Chambers,  His  Majesty 
decided  to  call  in  the  Conservatives  and 
invited  Earao  de  Cotegipe  to  organize  a 
cabinet.  The  charge  was  promptly  accepted 
and  on  the  next  day  the  official  announce- 
ment was  made  of  the  following  appoint- 
ments :

have  no  reasonable  claim  to  the  territory  in 
dispute,  a  vigorous  policy  on  the  part  of  the 
new  government  will  not  fail  to  receive  a 
hearty  support.  The  new  minister  of 
finance  is  a  planter,  a  relative  of  the  con- 
servative chief  of  Rio  de  Janeiro,  and  a 
representative  of  the  ultra  slaveholding  in- 
terests of  the  country.  His  capacities  for 
the  financial  administration  of  the  country 
are  as  yet  unknown,  but  there  is  little  reason 
for  a  belief  that  he  will  introduce  any  new 
line  of  policy.  He  was  one  of  the  syn- 
dicate who  undertook  to  control  the  foreign 
coffee  market  some  two  years  ago,  and  who 
paid  dearly  for  the  experience.  The  new 
minister  of  agriculture  is  one  of  the  most 
progressive  planters  of  Sao  Paulo  and  is  a 
warm  friend  of  a  more  liberal  immigration 
policy.  Unhappily,  however,  be  is  equally 
friendly  to.  the  converse  policy  of  retaining 
slavery  as  long  as  possible  and  indemnify- 
ing planters  to  the  last  penny.  As  a  whole 
the  cabinet  is  highly  respectable  for  ability, 
but  unpromising  so  far  as  the  question  of 
abolition  is  concerned.  It  will  carry  out 
no  great  reforms  unless  driven  to  it  by  an 
irresistible  popular  movement.  The  new 
ministers  are  to  be  presented  to  the  Emperor 
on  Sunday  and  will  then  meet  the  Cham- 
bers on  Monday. 


before  them  for  years  and  are  yet  sublimely 
insensible  of  its  plainest  facts.  Of  the  one 
admitted  fact,  however,  the  unconstitutional- 
ity of  provincial  import  taxes,  they  are  no 
longer  ignorant,  and  the  mercantile  classes 
are  justified  in  demanding  that  the  law  be 
enforced  and  commerce  protected  from 
further  extortions  of  this  character. 


The  new  cabinet  is  composed  of  men  of 
acknowledged  ability  and  experience,  and 
if  successful  in  the  elections  which  must 
now  be  held,  ami  if  substantially  supported 
by  the  Emperor,  there  are  some  good 
reasons  for  expecting  a  change  tor  the  better. 
The  premier  has  already  declared  himself 
in  favor  of  a  more  decided  policy  regarding 
the  settlement  of  the  Argentine  frontier 
question,  and  his  assumption  of  the  port- 
folio of  foreign  affairs,  instead  of  that  of 
finance,     which    he    held    in    the    Caxias 


The  reiniposition  of  import  duties  by  the 
Peraambuco    provincial    authorities    again 
raises  the  questions  of  two  years  ago,    as   to 
the    right    of   levying    such    taxes    and    the 
authority   uf  the    national    government    to 
suppress  them.     It  was  then    decided    that 
the  provincial  import  taxes  were  unconstitu- 
tional and  could  not  be  continued.     There 
were  many  complaints    maiie    at    the    time 
that    the    provinces   could   nut    meet    their 
administrative    expenditures    without    some 
such  source  of  revenue,  and    as    the   justice 
of     these     complaints     was    so     clear     the 
government  obtained    legislative    authoriza- 
tion  for    the    imposition    of  an    additional 
10%  011  tlie  general    import    taxes    for   the 
special  relief  of  the    provinces.     Recently, 
however,    the    provincial    assembly    of   Per- 
nambuco   has    resurrected    the    abuse    by 
imposing  a  tax  of  3%  on  imports,  and  thai, 
too,  notwithstanding  the  protests  of  the  pr;ss, 
the  commercial  association,   and    the    bus- 
iness classes  in  general.     The    proceeds   of 
this  tax  are  estimated    at    Soo,ooo$,    which 
sum  must  be  advanced    by  importers  tnd 
then    wrung   from    the   people    by    propor- 
tionately increased  prices.     In   reply   to  an 
inquiry  the  late  prime    minister  staled  that 
the   tax   is   unconstitutional    and    that   its 
collection  would   not   he    permitted    in  the 
national  custom   houses,    but    beyond    .hat 
he  had  nothing  to  say.      This   assuredly   is 
not  enough.     If  a  tax  is  illegal    as    well  as 
onerous,  commerce  is  entitled  to  execu.ive 
protection    against    it.      Considerably    tver 
three-fourths  of  the  revenue  of  this  country 
is  derived  from  taxes  on  commerce,  and  as 
every    intelligent    merchant    well     knows, 
these  taxes  are  now  so  heavy  ami   restrictive 
that    no   addition    can    be    made    without 
serious  results.     Already  the  costs  of  living 
in  Brazil  are  excessively  high,   and    no  in- 
crease can  therefore  be  made  without  cius- 
ing  suffering  among  the    people.     As  tieir 
incomes  do  not  increase  at  the  same   time, 
every  additional  tax  on  food  and  clothirg — 
which  are  the  articles  most  heavily  taxtd — 
compels  thern  to  restrict  consumption,  ami 
this  fact  is  proved  by  the   customs   rettrns. 
Instead  of  recognizing   this  natural    remit, 
the    legislators    of    the    country,     whtther 
national  or  provincial,    are   continually  in- 
creasing customs  taxation  to  meet  deficien- 
cies  of  revenue.      The  one  clause  of  iheir 
fiscal    creed    is:    to   augment   the  rcveiue, 
increase   customs   taxation.      U    is    iwless 
perhaps  to   ask    such    men    to    analvze  th

Aside  from   the  very   pertinent    question 
as  to  the  use  made  of  the    proceeds   of  the 
"additional    10   per   cent."   levied   for    th 
relief  of  the  provinces,    there    is   one    other 
phase   in   this    incident    which    ought    to 
receive  serious  attention  from   all   Brazilians 
—and  that  is  the  concession    of  more   ad- 
ministrative  and    executive   power    to    the 
provinces,    with    a   corresponding  share   in 
the  general  revenue  of  the  empire.     It  is   a 
disgrace  to  the    imperial    government    that 
a  contrary  policy   has   been    continued    up 
to  the  present  time.     In  a  country  so   large 
as  Brazil  it  is  a  physical    impossibility  that 
it  can  be  equitably   and    economically   ad- 
ministered from  one  central   point,  and  yet 
the  attempt  goes  on  from  year  to  year  with- 
out one  single  effort  toward    a    change,     It 
is  inconceivable  that  such  a    political   error 
could  have  been  perpetuated  so  long.     And 
it  has  not  only  been  thus  perpetuated,   but 
the    indications    are    that    it    will    be    years 
before  any  really  liberal  effort  will  be  made 
to  replace  it    with    a  system    more   in  har- 
mony   with   the    requirements    of   the   illy. 
Instead   v\   this   unclassifiable    mixture    of 
mediaeval   and    modern  ideas  which   con- 
stitutes, the    Brazilian    political    system    of" 
ay   and    which    is   an    insurmountable 
obstacle  to  the  permanent  development  of 
the  country,  Brazil  needs  a  simpler  form  of 
government  by  which   local    affairs   will   be 
left    to    the   provinces   and     municipalities, 
while    those   of    general     import    will    be 
left    10    the    unquestioned    control     of    the 
nation,      in  attempting  to  administer  every- 
thing from  the  construction  of  a   railway  to 
the  granting  of  a  leave  of  absence  to  a  police 
officer  on   the    Matto  Grosso   frontier,  the 
national  government  has  succeeded  only  in 
showing  iis  own  weakness  ami    inefficiency. 
Having  no  rational  system    to    work    upon, 
its  action  is  always  tentative  and  vacillating. 
Were  the  country  much  smaller,  the  defects 
ol  such  a  system  would  not  he  so  apparent, 
but    in  so  vast  an  empire   they  arc    to    be 
seen  everywhere.    If  the  minister  of  finance 
can  not  enforce  his  decision  that    provincial 
import  duties  are  unconstitutional,  what  is 
the  use  uf  his  making  it  and  promising  that 
such  duties  shall    noi    be   collected    in    the 
national  custom  houses?  If  the  province   of 
Pernambuco  can  enforce  any    tax  it  pleases, 
or  impose  any   restriction    upon   commerce 
that  ii  sees  lit,  what  is  the  authority  of  the 
national  government  worth  P    Ami    where  is 
the  merchant  to  go  for  protection  ?    He  may 
appeal  lo  the  national  treasury,    it    is   true; 
but  the  delays  ami   costs   and   annoyances 
consequent  on  such   an  appeal    will   deter 
him  from  such  a  course,  even  were  he  quite 
sure  that  a  favorable  decision  could   be  en- 
forced.  It  is  clear  that  the  best    way  to  meet 
these    difficulties   is   to  grant   better   local 
government  to  the  provinces,  and    to    effect- 
ively exclude  them  from  affairs  of  a  general 
character. 


is  not  far   to  seek.     Under  the  system    of 
guaranteed  interest  to  various  railways,  these 
must  submit   their  tariffs   to    government 
approval,  and  the  government    looking  less 
to  the  interests   of  the    inhabitants   of  the 
zone   served    by    the  railway,    than    to    the 
probability  of  a  call  upon    the   Treasury    for 
a  greater  or  less  amount  on   account   of  the 
guarantee,  fixes  tariffs  at  such  rates  that,   as 
has  been  more  than  once  pointed  out,  pack- 
mules  and  carts  can  actually   compete  for 
traffic  with  the  railways.  Certainly  no  charge 
can  he  made  against  the  companies  in   this 
case.     Their   interest   is  guaranteed    under 
any  circumstance  and  it    matters  little,  in  a 
financial  point  of  view,    what    their    freight 
tariffs  may  be.     But  it  is   nut  .so    with    the 
Treasury;   high  rates  of  freight  are  imposed 
in   an  endeavor  to  decrease  the   loid   upon 
the  government   coffers,  and    the    result    is 
discontent  on   the  part  of  the  planters,  who 
without  investigation  claim  that  the  blame 
is  chargeable  to  the   company,    whereas    in 
strict  justice  it  is  to  be  laid  at    the    dour    of 
the  officials  who  so  complacently  allowed 
the  various  concessions  and  guarantees.      If 
the  farmers  and  planters  wish  for  lower  tariff 
rates,  we  venture  to    w    that   no   company 
with  a  guarantee  of  interest  will  object,  but  we 
are  very  doubtful  whether  the  administrative 
authorities  would  listen  to  such  a  demand. 
Yet  this   is  clearly  the  duly  of  the  govern- 
ment.    When  such    anomalies  exist  as  we 
daily     see,     of     maize    and     other     cecals 
being  imported  from  foreign  markets,  sim- 
ply because  it   is  cheaper   to    import  them 
by  sea  than  over  a  few  hundred    kilometres 
of    railway,    it    seems   just    about  time    fm 
some  steps  to  he  taken  that    freight    charges 
may  not  show  such  an  enorjnous  percentage 
on  the  cost  and  licit  proceeds  of  these   most 
indispensible    articles.      The    loss    to    the 
Treasury    might  be  considerable  at  the  out- 
set, but  the  actual   s-aving  to    the  countrv 
would  undoubtedly  serve  to  offset  this  within 

a  reasonably  short  time.  To  make  charges 
against  companies  fur  maintaining  high 
tariffs,  when  the  correction  i>  so  clearly  in 
the  hands  of  the  government,  is  absurd,  and 
the  writer  in  the  Jorttal  has  made  a  great 
mistake  in  placing  his  blame  upon  the  first. 
We  insist  that  the  companies  would  readily 
destroy  the  competition  of  pack-mules  and 
carts  were  they  not  so  heavily  1: 
by  the  authorities,  who  after  gr, 
cessions  of  every  description  now  l-\uU\iv 
to  partly  evade  the  obligations  of  these

At  first  sight  the  reply  of  the  Seciedade 
Central  dc  fmmigra(ao  in  answer  to  the 
dispatch  of  the  directory  or  the  Hank  of 
Hrazil  relative  to  the  subdivision  of  planta- 
tions which  the  bank  has  taken  over,  and 
which  the  president  of  the  bank  says 
not  be  subdivided  under  its  by-law 
decidedly  hardy.  It  looks  like  a 
mutable  interference  with  the  working  of  the 
first  institution  of  it- kind  in  the  empire  and 
should  therefore  attract  link-  attention  from 
those  who  are  mure  directly  interested 
in  the  operations  of  the  bank,  while  it 
might  give  rise  to  severe  criticisms.  As  one 
however  proceeds  to  analyze  die  reply  of 
the  Sociedade  and  remembers  that,  while 
the  bank  is  a  proprietary  institution,  the 
corporation  has  received  such  favors  front 
government  as  brings  it  within  the  limit  of 
general  criticism,  the  case  does  not  appear 
so  anomalous,  and  the  Sociedade  seems  to 
represent,  not  an  intrusive  and  criticizing 
influence,  bat  rather  a  power  desirous  of 
distinctly  specifying  what  the  immigrants, 
now  universally  cunsi,]er»,i  netessarv  to  the 
country,  are  to  receive  and  how  they  will 
begreceived.  The  Hank  of  Brazil  cannot 
subdivide  its  plantations,  because  its  by- 
laws foibid  this.      But  cannot  these  by-laws 
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be  modified  to  such  an  extent  that  this 
subdivision  may  become  a  fact  ?  Whether, 
as  claimed  by  the  Sociedade,  or  as  appears 
from  the  reply  of  the  president  of  the  bank, 
the  institution  possesses  many  or  few  planta- 
tions, the  argument  of  the  Sociedade  is  not 
met  in  the  reply  of  the  bank.  The  Soeie- 
dade  asks  that  such  plantations  as  the  bank, 
is  managing  —  be  these  many  or  few- 
should  be  so  subdivided  that  they  would 
become  available  for  immigration  purposes, 
and  to  this  the  bank  replies,  Non  possiimusl 
The  Sociedade  claims  that  in  many  instances 
the  bankrupt  planters, are  merely  overseers 
for  the  bank,  ami  in  others,  the  original 
debtor  having  disappeared,  the  plantations 
are  under  the  control  of  managers  who 
account  directly  to  the  agents  of  the  bank 
and  may  thus  be  also  considered  as  mere 
overseers  of  the  creditor,  This  statement 
mav,  or  may  not  be  proven,  but  we  hardly 
think  the  Sociedade  would  have  emitted  it 
without  some  basis  for  proof.  While  we 
have  ever)' sympathy  for  the  Sociedade  Central 
de  Immigracao  in  this  question,  we  must 
say  that  we  consider  their  starting  point 
erroneous.  The  attack  on  the  Hank  of 
Brazil  was  well  planned,  but  must  neces- 
sarily fail,  for  when  an  institution  intrenches 
itself  behind  its  by-laws,  outside  criticism 
is  worth  less  than  nothing  ;  the  directors 
are  responsible  not  to  the  public,  nor  to 
the  country  ;  they  are  responsible  to  their 
shareholders,  and  so  long  as  these  directors 
strictly  observe  the  letter  of  the   by-laws, 

the  shareholders  have  not  one  word  to 
offer  in  contradiction  to  the  action  of 
their  representatives.  No  one  can  be 
utterly  unobservant  that  lie  may  not  see 
that  the  interest  of  the  country,  and  of  [hi 
shareholders  of  the  Bank  of  Brazil,  are 
identical  in  this  particular  ease,  A  sub- 
division of  colfee  producing  plantations 
would  in  the  first  place  distribute  present 
mortgages  over  some  ten  or  fifteen  lives  in 
place  of  the  one,  as  is  now  the  case.  The 
bank  would  multiply  its  security  upon  the 
very  same  amount  ol  land  as  now  appears 
among  its  assets,  and  the  economy  in  the 
matter  of  managers,  agents  and  representa- 
tives, would  be  reduced  to  a  minimum. 
The  Sociedade  should  therefore  have  made 
its  appeal  not  to  the  directory  of  the  bank, 
who  must  observe  the  by-laws,  but  to  such 
influential  and  interested  shareholders  as 
could  and  would  bring  the  matter  before  a 
general  meeting  and  thus  have  the  by-laws 
modified  to  the  end  that  the  plantations 
might  he  disposed  of  in  any  manner  most 
advantageous  to  the  interests  of  the  share- 
holders and  of  the  country.  We  feel  persuad- 
ed that  there  is  no  want  of  willingness  on  the 
part  of  the  directory  to  aid  the  immigration 
movement  and  the  shareholder  who  propos- 
ed a  reform  of  the  by-laws  would  doubtless 
he  assisted  to  secure  this  by  the  directors. 
We  hope  the  Sociedade  will  proceed  to  act 
upon  this  plan. 


The  Jornat  do  Cotnmereh  of  the  181I1 
instant  contains  an  interesting  editorial 
article  on  the  immigration  returns  at  this 
port  during  the  first  six  months  of  the  year, 
by  which  it  appears  that  the  total  number 
of  arrivals  were  13.036,  exclusive  of  1,732 
calling  here  on  their  way  to  Santos.  The 
number  of  departures  during  the  same 
period  was  2/175.  Of  the  arrivals  only  396 
received  assistance  from  the  .state.  So  fir 
as  comparisons  with  preceding  years  can  be 
used,  this  result  is  not  at  al!  unfavorable,  as 
there  have  been  but  three  years  since  1855 
when  the  total  yearly  arrivals  have  exceeded 
the  duuble  of  this  number.  In  every  other 
respect,  however,  it  must  be  considered 
highly  unfavorable.  From  1855  to  1884, 
inclusive,  the  total  number  of  immigrants 
arriving  at  this  port  Was  only  477,223,  or 
less  than  the  average  annual  arrivals  in  the 
United    States    during    the    last    five   years. 


Taking  into  consideration  the  heavy  emi- 
gration from  the  over-crowded  countries  of 
Europe,  the  enormous  area  of  unsettled 
laud  and  the  natural  advantages  which  are 
to  be  found  in  this  country,  it  must  he 
confessed  that  an  annual  arrival  of  less 
than  16,000  immigrants  during  the  last 
thirty  years  is  very  far  from  satisfactory. 
Instead  of  this  paltry  average  Brazil  oujht 
to  have  averaged  ten  times  that  number, 
and  instead  of  possessing  here  and  there  a 
poor,  hopeless,  half-starved  colony  the 
country  ought  to  he  full  of  industrious  im- 
migrants. And  more  than  that,  instead  of 
remaining  aliens  to  the  day  of  their  death, 
every  one  of  these  immigrants  ought  to  be 
a  Brazilian  citizen,  enjoving  every  privilege 
which  die  native  Brazilian  enjoys,  and  feel- 
ing that  the  whole  country  belongs  just  as 
much  to  him  and  his  children  as.  to  th  jsc 
whose  parents  happened'  to  come  out  from 
Portugal  a  century  earlier.  It  ought  to  he 
apparent  by  this  time  that  there  is  soi  ie- 
thing  radically  wrong  in  the  policy  pursued 
toward  immigrants.  The  United  States  gov- 
ernment has  never  sent  out  agents,  nor 
made  a  propaganda,  nor  offered  subsidies 
for  the  acquisition  of  immigrants  ;  all  hat 
it  did  was  to  open  its  doors  and  put  foreign- 
born  and  native-born  citizens  on  civil  and 
political  equality.  And  then,  instead  of 
giving  or  selling  its  lands  to  political  para- 
sites or  speculators,  it  wisely  reserved  them 
for  actual  settlers,  The  immigrant  has 
always  been  able  to  find  cheap  lands  on 
which  to  settle,  and  a  fairly  remunerative 
market  for  his  products.  He  has  found  a 
liberal  school  system  by  which  he  and  his 
neighbors  could  give  their  children  a  fairly 
good  education  ;  and  he  has  found,  also, 
that  the  government  leaves  the  question  of 
religion  wholly  to  his  own  choice.  To  his 
great  surprise  he  lias  found  that  he  and  his 
neighbors  are  entrusted  with  the  control  of 
nearly  all  local  matters — the  schools,  roads, 
taxes  for  support  of  same,  and  even  die 
administration  of  justice  in  petty  local  cases. 
He  helps  elect  the  township  justices  and 
constables,  who  are  endowed  with  necessary 
powers  for  the  preservation  of  order.  He 
never  sees  a  soldier  unless  he  goes  to  some 
frontier  military  station,  and  the  nearest 
approach  to  a  government  police  official 
which  he  ever  sees,  is  the  United  States 
marshal,  who  maybe  his  nearest  neighbor 
and  who  wears  no  uniform  and  has  no 
official  authority  over  himself  except  in 
certain  specified  cases.  If  he  is  arrested  for 
any  cause  he  is  entitled  to  an  immediate 
trial,  or  to  an  examination  which  deter- 
mines whether  he  shall  be  held  for  trial. 
He  can  buy  and  sell  land  at  pleasure,  go 
when  and  where  he  pleases,  and  engage  in 
any  occupation.  There  is  nothing  for- 
bidden him  which  his  American  neighbor 
enjoys,  except  the  privilege  of  occupying 
the  chief  executive  office  of  the  nation.  To 
the  average  European  emigrant  these  priv- 
ileges are  all  the  more  esteemed,  because 
they  are  so  radically  different  from  what  he 
has  been  accustomed,' to  in  the  land  oi  his 
nativity.  Sometimes  he  abuses  them,  but 
generally  he  makes  wise  use  oC  them.  If, 
now,  Brazil  had  pursued  this  same  policy, 
is  it  not  probable  that  she  would  have 
secured  very  similar  results?  Is  it  lot 
certain  that  her  population  would  hive 
been  very  much  larger  and  her  wealth 
immeasurably  greater?  And  if  so,  is  it 
too  late  to  resort  to  that  policy  now  for  he 
benefit  of  the  future?

IMMIGRATION. 
We  translate   the    reply   of the  Sociedade  Central 
de   Immigracao   to    the   directory   of  the   Bank  ol 
Brazil  as  published  by  the  Gazeta  de  iVo/icias, 

In  the  name  of  the  directory,  I  commence  by 
acknowledging  the  politeness  of  the  ready  reply 
your  Ex.  after  consulting  the  illustrious  (i/litstrada) 
directory  of  the  bank  was  good  enough  to  send  me 
on  July  27th  ulto.  by  which  an  opening  is  furnished 
for  clearly  understanding  the  ideas  of  this  society, 
and  to  show  up  the  difficulties  with  which  the  first 
banking  establishment  of  Brazil  is  contending  with, 
in  its  sincere  desires  to  aid  the  solution  of  the 
serious  problem  of  the  transformation  of  labour 
in  this  Empire. 

Y.  Ex.  will  allow  me  (before  entering  upon 
the  subject  matter)  to  submit,  that  only  individual 
responsilwlilies  are  effective,  and  therefore  who- 
soever occupies  the  eminent  position  ol  president 
of  tile  bank  of  Brazil  may  enjoy  the  enviable  glory 
of  having  assisted,  or  even  initiated,  a  great  eco- 
nomic and  social  reform;  but  following  this  same 
hypothesis  in  ihe  case  of  pronounced  disregard, 
luke-warmness,  or  indifference,  no  light  charge 
may  be  alleged  against  him. 

Al  llie  present  moment,  when  the  immigration 
question  [if  for  our  punishment  it  seems  of  little 
interest  to  the  high  powers  of  the  Stale]  imperative- 
ly calls  the  attention  of  observers  and  assumes  a 
position  of  greater  importance  than  the  slavery 
question,  to  assist  an  evolution  of  native  agriculture 
ami  a  transformation  of  the  lahfundios  and  sesma- 
lias  into  smalt  farms  should  to  a  great  extent 
pertain  to  the  Bank  of  Brazil,  which,  in  fact,  has 
become  the  real  arbitrer  of  public  and  private  fin- 
ances in  this  country.  It  is  in  reality  the  true 
owner  of  the  best  plantations  in  the  provinces  of 
Rio  de  Janeiro,  Minas  Geracs,  S.  Paulo  and  Es- 
pirito  Santo,  served  by  a  railway  system  of  a  guage 
wider  than  that  of  the  richest  lines  in  France, 
England  or  the  United  States. 

The  bankrupt  debtors  are  only  toleraied  repre- 
sentatives of  the  bank,  in  its  recognized,  and,  up 
to  a  certain  point,  obligatory  condecensions  to  the 
large  planters. 

On  some  plantations,  if  not  on  many,  the  owners 
who  mortgaged  their  lands  have  disappeared,  and 
these  have  been  substituted  by  agents  who  account 
directly  lo  the  delegates  of  the  bank  and  may  be 
considered  mere  overseers  of  bands  of  slaves. 

Even  along  the  line  of  the  D.  Pedro  II  railway 
these  plantations  are  not  a  few,  and  upon  these 
unniistakeable  signs  of  great  backwardness,  of  the 
most  lamentable  routine  and  of  radical  obsairan- 
tismo  are  plainly  visible,  just  as  if  they  were  still 
the  property  of  ruined  planters,  strangers  to  all 
idea  of  progress  and  delivered  up  body  and  soul  to 
despondency  and  to  despair. 

Always  the  same  desolate  prospect  that  so 
impresses  and  saddens  a  foreign  traveller,  and 
which  cause  to  him  the  same  sensations,  that  very 
naturally  the  directors  of  the  bank  feel  when  visit- 
ing these  woebegone  agricultural  establishments. 

Millions  and  millions  of  square  metres  of  excel- 
lent land  abandoned,  without  cultivation,  without 
use,  and  in  one  corner  of  the  immense  planta- 
tion, as  the  symbol  of  backwardness  and  inertness, 
an  oU,  almost  mined  house,  surrounded  by  bar- 
racks Usetizalas)  in  which  at  night  are  locked 
up  hundreds  and  hundreds  of  negro  slaves,  em- 
ployed in  the  cultivation  of  the  deteriorated  coffee 
orchaids !  Let  V.  Ex.  compare  one  of  these  plan- 
tation, the  exclusive  property  of  the  Bank  of 
Brazil,  with  any  insignificant  little  nucleus  of 
German  or  Ilalin.ii  immigrants. samples  of  which  are 
alreac'y  furnished  by  some  of  our  provinces.  It  is 
a  vi\id  antithesis,  of  contentment,  prosperity, 
indivilual  initiative,  of  diverse  crops,  of  new 
Indus  ries,  of  favorable  promise  and  of  hope  in  the 
luturi  It  is  the  beginning  of  the  production  of 
stlk,  of  wine,  of  dairy  produce,  of  abundant  cereal 
crops,  wdieat,  rye,  bailey,  hops,  hay  and  forage,  of 
a  thousand  things  in  fact,  whereas  the  latiftittdio 
and  slavery  will  not  extend  beyond  coffee,  and 
sugar,  And  this  too  even  when  for  the  demand 
al  prcient,  there  is  almost  too  much  coffee,  and 
sugar  is  subject  lo  terrible  fluctuations.  And  this 
too  when  this  immense  Empire  and  its  capital 
import  from  the  United  States  and  the  Old  World 
food  [fodncts,  from  rice  and  maize  up  to  beef,  and 
its  nmkets  even  receive  potatoes  from  New 
Zealand  ! 

Thisds  the  reason  that  the  Sociedade  Cenh-alde 
Immigracao  has  always  observed  with  pain  the 
valuable  and  premature  efforts,  which  might  be 
very  much  better  utilized,  of  the  Centro  da  Lavoma 
e  do  Commocio  in  opening  new  sources  for  the 
conscription  of  coffee  all  over  the  world,  when  for 
the  real  and  the  great  future  of  Brazil  the  problem 
is  another,  incomparably  larger  and  less  restricted. 
In  fajt,  if  public  affairs  are  to  follow  the  natural 
and  rigorous  path  which  fortunately  they  have 
taken,   the    Centio  da  Lavoura  e  do  Commento  will 


■ecomj  compromised  with  its  new  customers, 
vhich  t  lias  solicited  and  continues  to  solicit  with 
o  mudi  aniiieiy,  for  it  may  become  utterly  impos- 
idle  It  meet  Ihe  engagements  entered  into,  and 
lie  cinle  of  which  it  still  endeavours  lo  amplify. 


It  is  not  sufficient  to  endeavour  to  continue  and 
develope  the  system  of  agriculture  and  the  econ- 
omic processes  as  followed  hitherto}  it  is  neces- 
sary to  treat  of  a  very  different  thing,  and  to  meet 
a  most  necessary  general  reform.  And  this  can 
not  be  done  without  the  assistance  of  the  European 
immigrant. 

Of  what  use  are  nearly  all  our  railways,  save  to 
accumulate  deficits  upon  deficits  ? 

The  national  work-shops  possess  a  sufficiency  of 
tools,  what  is  needed  are  workmen. 

And  of  what  use  are  these  powerful  auxiliaries 
of  human  activity  without  the  brains  and  the  arms 
to  use  them  ? 

And  further,  it  is  impossible  lo  bring  about  the 
proper  moral  evolution  of  the  freedman,  of  the 
H&reSas^  °'  l'ie  camatada,  of  the  caipira,  of  the 
rough  {capauga),  of  the  peasant  (seitanejo)  and  of 
the  rowdy  [eapoelra)  into  independent,  free  and 
laborious  workmen  without  the  lessons  furnished 
by  example,  without  the  practical  lessons  furnished 
by  the  most  advanced  peoples  of  Europe,  rich  in 
invention,  and  anxious  to  obtain  the  quiet  enjoy- 
ment of  such  conveniences  as  can  be  obtained  in 
the  social  life  of  America  by  their  daily  exertions 
and  by  the  understanding  of  duties  and  of  rights. 

The  great  question  is — example.  And  in  this 
sphere  the  Bank  of  Brazil  can  assume  an  eminent 
position  and  one  of  the  greatest  patriotic  importance. 
Let  the  illustrious  directory  ask  the  shareholders 
lor  the  necessary  authority,  which  will  assuredly 
he  fully  conceded,  and  thus  the  principal  objection 
offered  in  V.  Ex.'s  dispatch  of  27th  July  will  be 
overcome,  ami  lei  it  experiment  with  the  organiza- 
lion  of  colonial  nucleuses  formed  by  immigrants 
and  freemen  upon  any  one  of  its  numerous  planta- 
tions. 

There  will  be  but  a  simple  change  in  ihe  ad- 
ministration, Instead  of  a  slave  overseer;  capable, 
intelligent  managers,  accustomed  to  deal  with 
worthy  men  ;  divide  among  immigrants  the  land, 
of  which  they  will  become  the  owners  at  the  ex- 
piration of  a  fixed  period  and  upon  payment  of  all 
debts  contracted ;  grant  them  at  first  some  pro- 
tection, without  endeavouring  to  make  wards  of 
them,  which  by  an  error  of  government  has  cost  so 
much  to  the  public  coffers,  and  alterwards  it  will 
be  seen  whether  these  lots  of  land,  hitherto  worth- 
less and  the  source  of  i  in  productive  expenses,  are 
not  transformed  into  valuable  properties. 

The  question  is  not  the  possession  of  many 
plantations  in  these  conditions,  as  Y.  Ex.  points 
out;  only  one  would  suffice  for  an  experiment, 
which  at  the  utmost  would  only  cost  the  bank 
some  tens  ol  cantos  de  reis.  And  even  in  the  case 
of  failure,  which  is  certainly  not  to  be  expected,  a 
most  precious  seed  would  have  been  planted.  The 
bank  does  not  wdsh  to  assume  such  an  initiative  ? 
Notwithstanding  the  great  energy  and  wisdom  oi 
its  active  directory  does  it  fear  practical  obstacles  ? 
Very  good  !  let  it  foment  among  the  planters  who 
are  its  heavy  debtors  experiments  of  this  order.  Pub- 
lish that  il  will  assist  them  in  all  manners.  Stimu- 
late the  appearance  of  individual  efforts,  and  oblige 
itself  to  assist  all  those,  that  it  judges  of  sufficient 
ability  and  circumspection  for  such  efforts. 

Vet  another  great  reason  for  action.  All  that 
might  he  disbursed  in  this  order  of  facts,  V.  Ex. 
readily  understands,  through  your  very  great  intel- 
ligence in  matters  financial  and  scientific,  would 
sooner  or  later  be  recompensed,  nor  could  it  ever 
be  considered  a  totally  useless  loss,  irremediable 
and  availing  no  one,  as  happens  with  some  spe- 
culative {alecitoria)  operations,  into  which  the  best 
and  most  prudently  managed  banks  are  at  times 
drawn,  and  the  consequences  of  which  are  of  dif- 
ficult appreciation  or  analysis  even  by  those  who 
are  in  intimate  contact  with  the  mechanism  and 
most  private  operations  of  these  institutions.

floating  debt,  which  amounts  to  more  than 
$50,000,000,  shall  be   consolidated. 

—During  the  month  or  July,  there  were  856 
deaths  in  the  city,  33S  burials  taking  place  in  the 
Recoleta  and  518  in  the  Chacarita  cemetery.  More 
than  One-fourth  of  (lie  deaths  were  caused  by 
diseases  of  tli<-  r&ipiratory  organs;  no  less  than  101 
occurred  from  small-pox,  14  from  cancer,  2S  from 
heart  disease,  2  from  hydrophobia;  45  children 
were  born  dead.

—ft  was  resolved  in  a  council  of  ministers,  on 
Saturday,  to  reject  the  clause  in  the  contract  with 
the  London  syndicate  of  bankers,  stipulating  that 
the  custom  house  revenue  should  be  mortgaged  to 
secure  the  loan  of  which  the  service  was  to  be 
made  by  the  National  Bank.  It  is  stated  that 
the  bankers  would  not  complete  the  contract  with- 
out the  stipulation  mentioned.  Tt  is  reported  that 
there  will  be  a  large  issue  of  paper  money,  and 
this  has  caused  a  considerable  rise  in  the  premium 
on  gold.

The  officers  and 
men  are  paid  by  the  province  and  will  receive  a 
reward  of  50$  for  every  slave  recaptured,  to  be  paid 
by  the  master. 

—  In  addition  to  a  threatened  drouth,  the  pro- 
vince of  Ceara  is  now  afflicted  with  an  epidemic  of 
counterfeit  money.  A  short  time  since  we  noticed 
the  detection  of  2$ooo  notes  of  that  character  ;  now 
5$  notes  are  also  found  in  circulation.  The  money 
is  worth  little  enough  at  best,  but  to  have  both  the 
government  and  numerous  counterfeiters  hard  at 
work  increasing  it  at  one  ami  the  same  time,  is 
quite  enough  to  make  one  feel  just  a  trifle  uncertain 
about  our  circulating  medium. 

—  A  letter  from  Sorocaba  to  the  Piano  Mmantil 
of  Nan  Paulo,  dated  the  13th  inst.,  ,ays  th  mule 
(air  at  that  place  this  year  has  been  almost  a  failure. 
The  sales  have  aggregated  2900  animals,  at  prices 
ranging  from  70$  to  76$.  One  lot  of  500  was  sold 
at  76$,  another  of  6oo  at  75$,  another  of  500  at  74$, 
another  of  500  at  73$,  ami  the  rest  in  various  lots 
at  the  h>wer  prices.  There  remained  <mly 
1400  animals  for  sale  on  the  13th,  with  buyers  for 
over  3,000.  An  agreement  has  been  made  In  open 
the  "fair"  hcrealtcr  On  July  20th.

short  time  the  whole  revenue  of  the  province  will 
only  serve  to  meet  the  charge  of  interest  guaran- 
tees.

The  company  upon  this  agreed 
to  repay  the  interest  demanded,  if  the  imperial 
government  (lid  not  waive  the  clause  of  reversion. 
With  one  exception,  the  reports  "ere  favorable  to 
making  the  payment,  and  the  president  decided  to 
authorize  it,  but  ordered  that  the  obligation  as  to 
re-payment  should  be  registered,  and  thai  1111 
further  payments  should  be  made  the  company 
pending  a  decision  of  the  question,

liminary expenses  within  4  months,  which  was 
refused  because  the  contract  requires  vouchers  of 
receipts  and  expenditures,  or  even  the  books  of  the 
company  may  be  demanded,  to  justify  a  payment 
of  interest. 

The  company  presented  ac- 
count to  the  amount  of  54,000$,  equal  to  the  sub- 
vention on  6  kilometres  of  road,  which  being 
approved  were  duly  paid.       ,- 

'  The  province  of  Mbtas  has  assumed  a  very  heavy 
burden  in  this  matter  of  guarantees  and  subven- 
tions. It  will  be  seen  that  these  calls  upon  the 
province  are  met  by  the  issue  of  bonds  bearing  6 
per  cent.  Interest  and  with  a  sinking  fund  ol  l  per 
cent  The  yearly  increase  of  the  charge  upon  the 
provincial  revenue  seems  out  ol  all  proportion  to 
any  possible  increase  in  ibis,  so  that  as  'he  pre- 
si'lent  points  out,  within  an  alarmingly  short 
period  the  revenue  of  ihc  province  will  not  more 
than  suffice  to  meet  the  interest  on  guarantees  and 
subventions.

Ife  kept  the 
matter  quiet  with  the  intention  of  not  discrediting 
Dr.  Freire,  but  he  now  regretted  his  action.  On 
tlie  17th,  If.  M.  the  Emperor  examined  micros- 
copic preparations  made  by  Dr.  Vieira  de  Mello, 
who  claims  to  have  discovered  a  bacillus  in  the 
excretions  of  patients  suffering  from  acute  and 
chronic  malaria,  exactly  similar  to  that  discovered 
by  Dr,  Freire  in  the  excretions  of  yellow  fever 
patients.     When  doctors  disagree?

Although  the  style,  title 
and  frequency  ol  issue  were  changed  at  the  time  of  trans- 
fer,  the  designations  of  number  and  volume  were  continued 
unbroken.  At  the  beginning  of  iKST  the  style  of  the 
publication  was  still  further  changed  by  an  increase  from 
four  to  eight  pages,  and  a  diminution  in  the  si/e  oi  the 
page.  This  change  not  only  largely  increased  the  size  of 
the  publication,  but  it  added  greatly  10  its  convenience  for 
office  and  reference  use. 

The  policy  adopted  by  Tin:  NEWS  at  the  outset  was  that 
of  stiict  independence  and  Impartiality.  The  editors  had 
well-grounded  convictions  on  political  anil  economic  ques- 
tions, and  as  they  believed  that  all  such  questions  had  a 
direct  or  indirect  influence  on  commercial  and  financial  en- 
terprises they  decided  to  discuss  them  just  a*  far  as  thcit 
relative  importance  made  it  desirable.  In  this  line  of  policy 
ThkNrw'B   has   been  successful   even  beyond   all   expw. 

Willi  the  hegiuningof  its  twelfth  volume  (January,  1885) 

the  editors  feel  themselves  warranted  in  calling  attention 
to  the  uniform  and  general  satisfaction  with  which  then 
policy  and  management  have  thus  far  been  received,  and  in 
advising  their  patrons  that  no  deviation  whatever  from 
them  will  be  made  Tub  Hews  will  seek  to  keep  its 
readers  hilly  and  accurately  informed  on  all  commercial 
questions,  and  upon  ail  matters  of  Brazilian  news  or  policy 
which    may  have  more  or  less  bearing  upon   any  and  all 

every  question  frankly,  and  for  the  opinions  expressed  the 
editors  will  hold  themselves  personally  responsible.  In 
its  news  columns  it  «ill  seek  to  keep  its  readers  fully  in- 
formed  on  all  matters  and  occurrences  throughout  Itrazil. 
In  addition  to  a  large  circulation  in  the  United  States 
and  Europe,  where  its  commercial  reports  are  much  ap- 
preciated, The  Nhws  has  a  wide  circulation  throughout 
Ria/il,  thus  making  the  paper  a  valuable  advertising 
medium.  The  rates  charged  aro  15$  per  inch  per  quarter, 
with  a  reduction  of  vo%  for  additional  space  and  time.
